Michigan 

Losing ground, Republican 
writes off battleground state 

WASHINGTON | Republican presidential can- 
didate John McCain conceded battleground 
Michigan to the Democrats on Thursday, GOP 
officials said, a major retreat as he struggles 
to regain his footing in a campaign increas- 
ingly dominated by economic issues. 

These officials said McCain was pulling 
staff and advertising out of the economically 
distressed Midwestern state. With 17 elec- 
toral votes, Michigan voted for Democrat 
John Kerry in 2004, but Republicans had 
poured money into an effort to try to place 
it in their column this year. 

The decision allows McCain’s resources 
to be sent to Ohio, Wisconsin, Florida and 
other more competitive states. But it also 
means Obama can shift money to other 
states like Virginia, Colorado and North 
Carolina, where he is trying to eat into tra- 
ditional Republican territory. 

The move underscored McCain’s troubles 
on the economy, which he has acknowledged is 
not his strongest subject, as well as his strug- 
gle to beat an opponent who has the money 
to compete in states President Bush won four 
years ago. Polls show Obama has pulled ahead 
or tied McCain in many of those states, (ap)

Judge Lets 
Senator’s 
Trial Go On 

Stevens’ defense sought 
mistrial after learning 
of witness’ statement 

IN COURT I A federal judge refused 
Thursday to declare a mistrial or 
dismiss corruption charges against 
Sen. Ted Stevens, R-Alaska, ruling 
that his trial can proceed despite 
the prosecution’s belated disclo- 
sure of information that could aid 
Stevens’ defense. 

The ruling came after a sur- 
prise revelation late Wednesday 
night that Justice 
Department law- 
yers had not dis- 
closed the poten- 
tially exculpatory 
information. 

Stevens, 84, is 
charged with fail- 
ing to disclose on 
Senate financial documents that an 
energy company executive who con- 
tributed to his campaigns also exten- 
sively renovated Stevens’s Alaskahome 
without charging him for the work. 

The material in question involves 
remarks by the executive. Bill Allen, 
to FBI agents that he believed Ste- 
vens would have paid for the reno- 
vations if Allen had billed him. Gov- 
ernment attorneys did not disclose 
those remarks to the defense until

House Leaders Make Bailout Case 


Lawmakers hope they 
will have enough votes 
to pass bill on Friday 

WASHINGTON I Desperate to avoid 
another market-crushing defeat. 
House leaders won key converts 
Thursday to the $700 billion finan- 
cial industry bailout on the eve of a 
make-or-break second vote. 

President Bush and congressio- 
nal leaders lobbied furiously for the 
dozen or so supporters they’d need 
to reverse Monday’s stunning set- 


back and approve a massive rescue 
plan designed to stave off national 
economic disaster. 

Anything but reassured, inves- 
tors sent the Dow Jones industri- 
als plunging another 348 points, 
suggesting Wall Street is expect- 
ing tougher economic times even if 
the measure is rushed into law. The 
Federal Reserve reported record 
emergency lending to banks and 
investment firms, fresh evidence 
of the credit troubles squeezing 
the country. 

“A lot of people are watching,” 


Bush pointed out — as if lawmakers 
needed reminding — and he argued 
from the White House that the huge 
rescue measure was the best chance 
to calm unnerved financial markets 
and ease the credit crunch. 

Democratic and Republican lead- 
ers worked over wayward colleagues 
wherever they could find them. 

Maryland Rep. Steny Hoyer, the 
second-ranking House Democrat, 
said there was a “good prospect” of 


approving the measure but stopped 
short of predicting passage — or 
even promising a vote. Nonethe- 
less, the vote was expected on Fri- 
day. “I’m going to be pretty confi- 
dent that we have sufficient votes 
to pass this before we put it on the 
floor,” Hoyer said. 

The top Republican vote-coun- 
ter, Rep. Roy Blunt of Missouri, 
did predict the measure would be

Military Bonuses 
For New Recruits 
Grow 25 Percent 

WASHINGTON I The Army and 
Marine Corps doled out nearly 
$640 million in the past year in 
bonuses to entice people to join the 
military, as the two services contin- 
ue to bear the brunt of the U.S.-led 
wars in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

Buoyed by incentives that can be 
as high as $40,000 each, and cou- 
pled with the promise of thousands 
more for education or house down 
payments, the annual cost grew by 
25 percent over last year’s totals for 
the two services. The Associated 
Press has learned. The money has 
proven to be a strong recruiting 
tool, even as the U.S. death toll in 
Iraq surpasses 4,100 and violence 
in Afghanistan escalates, (ap)

Fragments of Fossett’s Plane Found 


Adventurer likely died 
in head-on collision in 
Nev. mountain range 

MAMMOTH LAKES, CALIF. I More than 
a year after millionaire adventure 
Steve Fossett vanished on a solo 
flight over California’s rugged Sierra 
Nevada, searchers found the wreck- 
age of his plane but no body inside, 
and said his remains were probably 
devoured by wild animals. 

Search crews and cadaver dogs 
scoured the steep terrain around the 
spot Thursday in hopes of finding 
at least some trace of his body and

solving the mystery of his disap- 
pearance once and for all. 

The mangled debris of Fossett’s 
single-engine Bellanca was spotted 
from the air late Wednesday near 
the town of Mammoth Lakes and 
was identified by its tail number. 
Investigators said the plane had 
slammed straight into a moun- 
tainside. 

“It was a hard-impact crash, and 
he would’ve died instantly,” said 
Jeff Page, emergency management 
coordinator for Lyon County, Nev., 
who assisted in the search. 

National Transportation Safety 
Board investigators were sent to 


figure out what caused the plane 
to go down. Most of the fuselage 
disintegrated on impact, and the 
engine was found several hundred 
feet away at an elevation of 9,700 
feet, authorities said. 

In a statement, Fossett’s widow 
offered thanks to searchers on the 
ground and said she was anxious to 
learn from investigators the cause 
and circumstances of the crash. 

Peggy Fossett said the discovery 
of the plane’s wreckage may bring 
her some relief after enduring more 
than a year of uncertainty. 

“I hope now to be able to bring to 
closure a very painful chapter in my 
life,” she said. “I prefer to think about 
Steve’s life rather than his death and 
celebrate his many extraordinary 
accomplishments.” (ap)

A Concern 

Pediatricians urge 
quick recall of products 
for children under 6 

WASHINGTON I Atop government 
health official Thursday rejected 
pediatricians’ calls for an immedi- 
ate ban on over-the-counter cough 
and cold medicines for young chil- 
dren, saying it might cause unin- 
tended harm. 

But Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration officials at a public hearing 
also said they were uncomfortable 
with the lack of solid scientific data 
to support continued use of OTC 
remedies with youngsters. 

A ban — as sought by leading 
pediatrician groups — might only 
drive parents to give adult medi- 
cines to their youngsters, said Dr. 
John Jenkins, who heads the FDA’s 
Office of New Drugs. 

With a new cold season coming, 
pediatricians are urging the govern- 
ment to demand a recall of over-the- 
counter cough and cold medicines 
for children younger than 6. The 
effectiveness of the medicines in 
children was never proven, critics 
say, and problems with the drugs 
send thousands of kids to the emer- 
gency room every year, (ap)

U.S. Moves 
Its London 
Embassy 

Government will sell 
landmark building, 
construct safer facility 

LONDON I For sale: 600-room build- 
ing in a leafy London square. Previ- 
ous owner: the U.S. government. 

The U.S. ambassador to Britain 
said Thursday that the United States 
plans to leave its landmark embas- 
sy in central London’s tony Mayfair 
district and build a safer facility in 
less fashionable surroundings south 
of the River Thames. 

The move, which will end a 
200-year U.S. association with Lon- 
don’s Grosvenor Square, is part of 
American efforts to secure diplo- 
matic staff in compounds — a push 
that began in earnest after deadly 
al-Qaeda bombings at U.S. embas- 
sies in East Africa a decade ago. 

Ambassador Robert Tuttle said 
the State Department agreed to buy 
a 5 -acre site at Nine Elms in the 
Wandsworth area. 

“We realized that the goal of a 
modern, secure and environmen- 
tally sustainable embassy could best 
be met by constructing a new facil- 
ity,” Tuttle said, j ill lawless (ap)

Suicide bombers kill 
24 at Shiite mosques; 
gunmen kill 6 Sunnis 

BAGHDAD | Suicide bombers struck 
two Shiite mosques in Baghdad on 
Thursday, killing at least 24 people 
and wounding dozens during cel- 
ebrations marking the end of the 
Islamic holy month of Ramadan. 

To the north, suspected Shi- 
ite militiamen gunned down six 
members of a Sunni family, includ- 
ing women and children, police 
reported. 

Those attacks occurred four days 
after a series of explosions killed 32 
people and wounded nearly 100 in 
Shiite areas of Baghdad, raising 
fears that al-Qaeda in Iraq is try- 
ing to provoke Sunni- Shiite repri- 
sal killings now that the last of the 
American “surge” troops have left 
the country. 

In the deadliest attack, a suicide 
car bomber detonated his explosives 
about 20 yards from a mosque in 
Zafaraniyah in southeastern Bagh- 
dad. The blast killed 14 people, 
including three Iraqi soldiers, and 
wounded 28, police said. 

The death toll would likelier have 
been higher, but Iraqi soldiers pre- 
vented the attacker from driving 


closer to the mosque, police said. 

“Pools of blood and the smell of 
burned flesh were everywhere, and I 
saw a man of about 70 bleeding and 
lying on the ground,” said Ammar 
Hashim, 25, whose brother was 
wounded by broken glass. 


In the other attack in the capital, 
a suicide bomber who appeared to 
be in his late teens detonated his 
explosive belt as worshippers were 
leaving the Rasoul mosque in the 
eastern New Baghdad district. 

The attack on the Sunni family 


occurred in Diyala, a heavily mixed 
province north of the capital. Police 
said gunmen sprayed the family’s 
vehicle with automatic weapons 
fire as they traveled to the provin- 
cial capital of Baqouba to visit rela- 
tives.

U.N. Heightens Security in Pakistan 


Capital city is declared 
unsafe for children of 
international staff 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN I The U.N. 
declared the Pakistani capital 
unsafe for the children of its inter- 
national staff Thursday and ordered 
them out, putting the once-tran- 
quil city on par with Kabul and 
Somalia. 

Pakistan is under intense U.S. 
pressure to combat militants 
responsible for rising attacks at 
home and in Afghanistan. Its fal- 
tering efforts so far have been met 
with a blur of suicide bombings that 
have killed nearly 1,200 people since 
July 2007, according to army sta- 
tistics released this week.

The U.N., which employs more 
than 2,000 people in Pakistan, 
including about 100 foreigners, has 
not been hit. 


However, the truck bombing 
of Islamabad’s Marriott Hotel last 
month, which killed 54 people — 
including three Americans and the 
Czech ambassador — prompted the 
world body and foreign missions to 
review security. 

Britain announced Wednesday 
it was repatriating its diplomats’ 
children, and other countries may 
follow suit. Pakistan has long been 
a non-family posting for U.S. dip- 
lomatic staff 

Under the new directive, U.N. 
expatriate staff will no longer be 
allowed to live with their children 
in Islamabad, the neighboring city 
of Rawalpindi or in Quetta, on the 
Afghan frontier. Much of the border 
region is already off-limits for U.N.

London’s Police 
Chief Resigns 

LONDON I London’s police chief had 
weathered controversy over terror- 
ist attacks and the shooting death 
of an innocent man, but he quit 
Thursday, done in by a showdown 
with the city’s 
new mayor. 

Sir Ian Blair’s 
announcement 
came as a sur- 
prise. It is unusu- 
al for the force’s 
top officer to 
resign early and 
even more rare to openly air politi- 
cal disagreements. 

Blair made a point of telling 
reporters that he was being forced 
out by Mayor Boris Johnson rather

In September, Metro presented its 
Board with a detailed inventory of 
capital funding needs for the years 
2010 to 2020. In the inventory, we 
identified projects that would maintain 
a safe, reliable, efficient system and meet growing 
ridership demands and customer expectations. 

This is a tool for the region to shape Metro in the future, 
and we'll work with federal, state and local partners to 
prioritize and fund the 10-year capital improvement pro- 
gram. Full funding of the needs would be $1 1.3 billion. 

About $7 billion worth of programs are focused on 
maintaining and delivering safe and reliable service. This 
includes fixing escalators and leaking tunnels, replacing 
buses, and replacing one-third of the rail car fleet, which 
is approaching 30 or more years of age. 

Over the next decade, we project that Metrorail ridership 
will be 1 million trips a day and Metrobus ridership will be 
nearly 600,000 trips daily. MetroAccess ridership will grow 
to 4.5 million annually. To meet that demand, nearly $3.5 
billion would be used to run all eight-car trains, connect 
Metro Center with Gallery Place with a pedestrian tunnel, 
add 300 new buses and more MetroAccess vehicles. 

Finally, $700 million would focus on customer improve- 
ments like more security lighting, more signs in stations, 
and allowing customers to pay with credit cards at more 
of our parking lots. 

Our house is more than 32-years-old. We have a wet base- 
ment, rusting pipes, old wiring and a 1976 model car in a 
100-year-old garage. And the family is growing. Now we 
need to prioritize what gets fixed first.

India Bans Public Smoking 


2nd anti-smoking law 
in 4 years aims to get 
120 million to quit 

NEW DELHI I India banned smoking 
in public places on Thursday, leaving 
public health officials with a much 
tougher task: Get the nation’s esti- 
mated 120 million smokers to stub 
out their cigarettes. 

As more countries have clamped 
down on smoking in recent years, 
Indians have freely puffed away at 
playgrounds, sidewalk cafes and 
even hospitals. No more, and a vio- 
lator will bring a $5 fine. 

For years, anti-smoking laws 
in this nation of nearly 1.2 billion 
people have been widely ignored. 
And tobacco companies have fought 
the government to keep warnings 
offboxes. 

Thursday’s ban was the govern- 
ment’s second try in four years and 
came on the birthday of India’s inde- 
pendence leader, Mohandas Gandhi, 
who did not smoke or drink.

Europe and the U.S. by storm in

Rhee Boosts Firing Power 


DCPS chancellor will 
use provisions in place 
to eliminate more jobs 

D.C. Schools Chancellor Michelle 
A. Rhee, who was stymied in her 
attempts to negotiate a labor con- 
tract that would give her more power 
to fire ineffective teachers, on Thurs- 
day announced a series of steps that 
she said would allow her to achieve 
that objective on her own. 

Among the measures Rhee 
plans to impose are a new teach- 
er evaluation system based pri- 
marily on student test scores and 
other achievement benchmarks. 
She also promised more aggres- 


sive implementation of legal pro- 
visions already in place, including 
the ability to eliminate teacher jobs 
— because of declining enrollment 
or school closures 
— using senior- 
ity as only one of 
several factors 
taken into con- 
sideration. 

Rhee said she 
intended to more 
intensively use the 
so-called “90-day plan,” which allows 
administrators to give teachers three 
months’ notice to improve their per- 
formance or face dismissal. 

Appearing with Mayor Adrian 
M. Fenty at an early morning news 


conference, Rhee said she has always 
had the power to impose these rules 
but wanted to do so in tandem with a 
two-tiered pay structure that would 
award many teachers more than 
$100,000 a year in salary and per- 
formance bonuses. 

Rhee said the first five years of 
funding would come from founda- 
tion grants. 

But the two-tiered salary system, 
which would require teachers seek- 
ing top pay levels to go on proba- 
tion for a year — and risk dismissal 
— has deeply divided the teachers 
union and stalled contract talks. 

“Where we are now is an incred- 
ibly unfortunate place,” Rhee said.

Holiday items are starting to 
flow into stores — and they’re 
expected to be marked down imme- 
diately, said Marshal Cohen, chief 
industry analyst for NPD Group 
Inc.

largest retailer, is opening its Christ- 
mas shops a week earlier than last 
year to lure shoppers. Wal-Mart is 
also cutting prices on 10 popular 
toys to $10 each. Holiday catalogs 
are already arriving in the mail. 

But it may take more than sale 
signs and promotions to spur shop- 
pers, who have been dealing for 
months with high gas and food 
prices, weaker job and housing 
markets and tighter credit. 

Sherrie Krieg, 63, had been 
planning another big year for holi- 
day gifts, most likely spending the 
same $5,000 she spent last year on 
her family including two grand- 
children. 

But Krieg said she and her hus- 
band, a retired factory worker, who 
live in Milwaukee on a fixed income 
and depend heavily on invest- 
ments, said they will cut that in half 
because of the market’s turmoil.

When D.C. Went Nuts 



Like so many others, 
the squirrel is a recent 
transplant to the city 

SUNDAY SOURCE | Some Washingto- 
nians love them. Some hate them. 
But perhaps the prevailing senti- 
ment toward the city’s squirrels is 
indifference. After all, seeing a gray 
squirrel rushing around downtown 
as if he has important places to be is 
about as unusual as seeing a guy in 
a charcoal suit doing the same. 

But it wasn’t always that way. 

A little more than a century ago, 
the District’s downtown parks and 
green spaces didn’t have a squirrel 
population to speak of, according 
to accounts from the time. Eastern 
gray squirrels are native to this area, 
but they had been largely wiped out 
in the most urbanized parts of town 
by the late 19th century because of 
hunting, which became outlawed 
throughout most of the city only 
in 1906. 

Looking to fill the squirrel vac- 
uum, nature lovers, government 
officials and other civic-minded 
residents in the early 1900s pushed 
to have areas including Lafayette 
Square, the U.S. Capitol grounds 
and the Mall stocked with squirrels. 
“Several Pairs of Interesting Little 
Animals to Be Set Free Among the 
Trees” read a 1901 headline in The 
Washington Post, announcing plans 
by the Architect of the Capitol. 

The Capitol was just the start. 

“Why could we not have more 
squirrels, and in other parks?” a 
writer asked in a 1904 Post opin- 
ion piece. “Certainly Lafayette and 
Franklin squares would lend them- 
selves readily as suitable homes 
for them.” Clearly, a movement 
was afoot. 

A 1906 congressional report 
noted that the “experiment already 
made of liberating gray squirrels 
in the grounds of the Capitol, the 
Smithsonian Institution, and the 
Department of Agriculture shows 
how much public interest is aroused 
in work of this kind.” Over the next 
few years, a considerable squir- 
rel presence emerged in Lafayette 
Square and on the White House 


grounds across the street. 

Like so many Washingtonians, 
these early squirrels were trans- 
plants, and they were public ser- 
vants in a way as well, brought 
here to satisfy a public eager for 
the pleasure of having squirrels in 
its parks. The new arrivals could be 
attributed in part to the efforts of 
a well-known local animal dealer 
named Edward Schmid. 

Schmid was the founder of a 
downtown pet store famous for 
supplying animals to the families 
of presidents and other luminar- 
ies. He was friendly with Presi- 


dent Theodore Roosevelt, whose 
children, according to a 1907 news 
item, played with squirrels Schmid 
provided for the White House 
grounds. 

Squirrels in Lafayette Square 
quickly became a beloved fixture, 
attracting locals who fed them faith- 
fully and marveled at their antics. 
Squirrel houses and iron receptacles 
for drinking water were installed. 
Public fears arose occasionally 
that a tough winter or some other 
hardship might harm the squirrel 
population, but government offi- 
cials assured people that the U.S.

Park Police fed the animals as part 
of its duties. (For the record, feed- 
ing wildlife is now prohibited on 
National Park Service land, which 
includes the Mall and Lafayette 
Square.) 

Perhaps squirrels were destined 
to thrive in Washington. With 
friends in high places, support 
from vocal, impassioned lobbyists 
and a strong public approval rat- 
ing, their effectiveness as an espe- 
cially cute special interest group 
has established them as one of the 
city’s most powerful creatures. 
And in this town, power is every- 
thing — even when you’re living on 
peanuts, janet burkitt (special to the

By midweek, the talk of Wash- 
ington’s 26-24 victory in Dallas had 
been supplanted by the next task at 
hand: a trip to Philadelphia for their 
third NFC East road game in the 
first five weeks of the year. 

Dallas is widely viewed as the 
most talented team in the NFC 
East, but the Giants (3-0) are the 
defending Super Bowl champions, 
and the Eagles have a powerful 
defense to go with a shifty offense 
that has thrown deep more often 
this season with the addition of 
rookie DeSean Jackson. 

“Each West Coast team’s got 
something different, they do,” cor- 
nerback Carlos Rogers said.

REDSKINS I So many good things 
happen when a team holds onto 
the ball, and the Redskins, whose 
offense has yet to commit a turnover 
this season, are more than happy 
to discover them all. 

Washington’s only turnover this 
season came on a punt return fum- 
ble by Antwaan Randle El in week 
2. Rookie Chris Horton, crowned 
the NFL’s rookie of the month for 
September, already has four take- 
aways. The team’s turnover dif- 
ferential is plus- 6, tied for best in 
the league 

The defense has run onto the 
field to start a series on the other 
team’s side of the 50 for 28 straight 
drives — and 42 of 43 on the sea- 
son. 

If the Redskins win this week, 
they will have the most consecu- 
tive games to start a season with- 
out an offensive turnover since 
1991 (the earliest date for reli- 
able play-by-play data), according 
to STATS LLC, and will be only 
one short of the regular-season 
record of six. 

Quarterback Jason Campbell is 
now in the habit of saying “knock on 
wood” whenever the turnover-free 


streak is mentioned. 

Coach Jim Zorn has praised 
Campbell’s improvements. 

“When I came here, every time 
he dropped back, he was shaking 
the ball,” Zorn said. “I said, ‘What 
are you doing? You’re not mixing 
a shake here. You’re not mixing a 
malt. What are you doing?”’ 

Shaking balls can turn into fum- 
bles. Campbell led the league last 
year with eight lost fumbles; this 


year, he’s on pace for zero. 

Campbell is giving Zorn credit 
for the improved offense. 

“Guys are sure of what we’re 
doing,” Campbell said. “Everything 
we’re doing comes from one voice. 
Coach Zorn, he’s the leader of it all. 
He’s the one who communicates 
with us on the sidelines. He’s the 
one who calls the plays. He’s the one 
who inputs the offense. It’s all one 
person.”

In the Windy City, 
playoffs ignite passions 
over Sox-Cubs rivalry 

BASEBALL I Everybody who played 
the last time the Cubs and the White 
Sox made it to the same postseason 
is dead. Wrigley Field wasn’t even 
built yet; neither was Comiskey 
Park, which was tom down to make 
space for the Sox’s current digs. 

So, the once-in-a-century, plus 
two years, event has both the North 
and South sides buzzing with excite- 
ment and maybe a little bit — but 
not much — love for the team on 
the other side of town. 

“I think it’s great, I pull for Chica- 
go teams,” 79-year-old Sox fan Tony 
Golden said, his sincerity broken 
only by a cutting remark to a pass- 
ing Cubs fan acquaintance. 

Golden talked wistfully about 
working as an usher at Wrigley Field 
during the 1945 World Series which, 
as any Sox fan will remind you, is the 
last time the Cubs made it to the Fall 
Classic. That’s many more years, 
they’ll say, than the three years it’s 
been since the White Sox played and 
won it all. That’s something the Cubs 
haven’t done in 100 years. 


Many Cubs fans preparing for 
Wednesday night’s game 1 aren’t 
much more charitable. 

“I would never root for the White 
Sox,” said Cubs backer Paul Henrick- 
son. “I didn’t root for them in ’05, and 
I won’t root for them this year.” 

The Chicago rivalry has long been 
a bitter, and loud, one. “It would be 
nice if we could all be Chicago fans, 
but that’s not going to happen,” 
White Sox fan Aaron Konen said. 

The Cubs stunningly fell to the 
White Sox in the 1906 World Series, 


but won in 1907 and 1908, their last

“UVa. offered for me to come 
down and check things out,” the 
senior defensive lineman said. “When 
I was there, I really didn’t get the 
time of day. That really angered me 
and my dad. When I came to Mary- 
land to visit, they bent over back- 
ward for me. I met Coach Friedgen. 
I thought it spoke volumes for his 
character that we spent 45 minutes 
in his office talking, and I’m a Divi- 
sion III transfer, walk-on guy.” 

So, it burned up now-Terp Muhta- 
di that much more last year when 
the Cavaliers scored a controversial 
touchdown with 16 seconds on the 
clock to beat the Terrapins, 18-17. 


Maryland and Virginia are con- 
sidered natural rivals in the ACC. 
Though in different divisions, they 
play each other every year. But the 
rivalry is more one of proximity than 
hatred. Virginia has Virginia Tech, 
but the Terps have no in-state rival.

PREACHY I Bill Maher is preach- 
ing to the choir with “Religulous,” 
a documentary that dissects orga- 
nized religion, but he’s doing it in 
his sardonic way. 

The comic has touched on this 
topic often in his stand-up act and 
on his HBO talk show, “Real Time 
With Bill Maher,” but here he uses 


his formidable debate skills to go on 
a full, focused attack. Pretty much 
no one emerges unscathed. 

Although Maher’s mother was 
Jewish, he was raised in the Catholi- 
cism of his father’s side of the fam- 
ily; now he calls himself a rational- 
ist and thinks the idea that we all 
came from a garden with a talking 
snake is a fairy tale. 

If you’re an atheist or an agnos- 
tic, you’ll be completely on board 
and happy to tag along with Maher 
as he travels the globe asking people 


about their faith — everywhere from 
Jerusalem to Amsterdam. 

Yet many of his targets are low- 
hanging fruit, which was true of 
“Borat,” too. 

Maher undermines his argu- 
ments at the end when the tone 
turns sharply serious: He tries to 
make a connection between reli- 
gion and all the wars and violence 
in the world, and he does it with 
the same kind of certitude he con- 
demned others for having.

Ed Harris and Viggo 
Mortensen’s don’t go 
far in ‘Appaloosa’ 

SADDLE UP I Ed Harris and Viggo 
Mortensen are both on the right side 
of the law in “Appaloosa but the 
chemistry they shared as adversar- 
ies in 2005’s “A History of Violence” 
remains. It’s a good thing, too. Aside 
from the some striking scenery, their 
comfortable dynamic is just about 
the only thing that makes “Appa- 
loosa” worth watching. 

Harris — as director, producer, 
co-writer and star — has come up 
with an old-school Western that 
feels, by turns, hokey and boring- 
ly episodic. And for a movie that 
takes place during a time when 
folks were heading west with bold 
dreams, “Appaloosa” never really 
goes anywhere. 

Based on the novel by Robert 
B. Parker, the film finds Harris’ 
Virgil Cole taking over the lawless 
New Mexico town of Appaloosa 


as marshal in 1882. By his side, as 
always, is his trusted deputy, Ever- 
ett Hitch (Mortensen), who travels 
with him from place to place, keep- 
ing the peace. 

Harris seems well-suited to this 
time in history. He certainly has the 
look of a classic Western hero, his 
craggy face and piercing blue eyes 
peering out from beneath his hat. As 
in 2000’s “Pollock,” his first directing 
effort, he seems drawn to material 
about complicated men. Mortensen, 


of course, is a complete chameleon 
who can fit any role, be it a hero in 
the “Lord of the Rings” trilogy or an 
enforcer in “Eastern Promises.” Here, 
he’s all understatement. 

If “Appaloosa” had focused more 
on the friendship between Cole and 
Hitch, it would have been far more 
engaging. Honest movies about male 
relationships, in all their complex 
forms, are hard to come by. It’s as 
if an opportunity just rode off into 
the sunset, christy lemire (ap) 


Wiping the Slate Clean 


Greg Kinnear goes 
after Ford Motor Co. 
in ‘Flash of Genius’ 

CHALLENGE | Greg Kinnear stars 
in “Flash of Genius” as Dr. Rob- 
ert Kearns, a married father of six 
and the inventor of the intermit- 
tent windshield wiper in 1960s 
Detroit. Someone had to figure it 
out — the guys at the Ford Motor 
Co. had been tinkering for a while 
with little success. But then when 
Kearns came along, the company 
liked his makeshift contraption so 
much, it Stole the thing away from 
him and perfected it without giv- 
ing him credit (or a cent). 

“Flash of Genius” is the long, 
arduous story of the legal battles 
and family sacrifices Kearns made 
in the name of truth, justice and all 
that is right in this world. There’s 
something quaint about how old-

fashioned this little guy’s fight is — 
and Kinnear is often so aw-shucks 
in his Midwesternness, it sounds 
like he’s doing a Jimmy Stewart 
impression. 

Always one with a flair for com- 
edy, Kinnear is stronger toward the 
end of the movie, when Kearns ner- 
vously serves as his own lawyer in 
court; the absurdity of these scenes 


provides some desperately needed 
laughs. You know the line about how 
a man who represents himself has a 
fool for a client? It’s like that. 

But we know that he fought and 
won, and Abraham, a longtime pro- 
ducer directing for the first time 
from a script by Philip Railsback, 
does little to boost suspense. 

The movie touches on the ways 
in which Kearns’ single-minded 
quest for recognition damaged his 
family (he was briefly hospital- 
ized for a mental breakdown), but 
it doesn’t make him too tortured 
or off-putting because, you know, 
we’re still supposed to root for him 
to succeed. It’s a tough balance to 
Strike, and “Flash of Genius” never 
makes him entirely convincing in 
either direction. 

There’s a fine line between stand- 
ing up for yourself and selfishness, 
and “Flash of Genius” drives right

‘Blindness’ aims at 
social commentary 
through an epidemic 

SYMBOLISMI The blind literally lead 
the blind in the pretentious, prepos- 
terous allegory “Blindness.” 

An unnamed disease afflicts the 
unnamed citizens of an unnamed 
city, all of which is too precious. One 
by one, the victims are left sightless, 
but they see white instead of black, 
a sensation one character compares 
to “swimming in milk.” Once they’re 
rounded up by soldiers and quaran- 
tined in a grubby, abandoned mental 
asylum, their worst primal instincts 
emerge: urination and defecation in 
the hallways, theft and rape. 

The physical and moral deteri- 
oration calls to mind the situation 
in the Superdome after Hurricane 
Katrina, but director Fernando 
Meirelles, in adapting a novel by 
Nobel Prize-winner Jose Sarama- 
go, is clearly trying to suggest that 
society similarly could collapse 
anywhere, anytime. Rather than 


being thought-provoking, though, 
the whole dreary exercise feels like 
an overlong beat-down. 

Even Julianne Moore can’t 
liven up this slog, despite a typi- 
cally strong performance as the one 
person who can still see — a phe- 
nomenon that is never explained, 
probably because it’s an arbitrary 
plot device. She pretends she’s blind, 
though, to stay with her husband 
(Mark Ruffalo), who is an eye doc- 
tor. This means she can help navi- 
gate the chaos, but only to a certain 
extent; she’s also forced to witness

it without revealing her secret and, 
therefore, risking her life. An inter- 
esting concept to be sure.

MY BEST FRIEND’S GIRL (PG-13, 101 min- 
utes) Vile, exploitative, misanthropic, 
sexist — all are words that suit this film, 
which isasgraphicin its sexual language 
as an R-rated movie can get, though less 
so in its depiction of sexual situations. 
Dane Cook plays Tank, who hires him- 
self outto guys who pay him to datetheir 
estranged girlfriends and treatthem so 
badly they come running back.

Calif, communities 
debate proposals for 
new wine tasting sites 

Don Cohorst has acres of vine- 
yards, a stash of small-batch vin- 
tages and a barn he wants to turn 
into a cozy tasting room for vino- 
sipping visitors. 

He’s convinced he can ply those 
wine lovers with samples of his 
Syrah and Muscat Canelli, and sell 
them single bottles for as much as 
$20 — more than twice the price 
he now gets from several small 
retailers. 

But his plan and those of many 
other winemakers in California have 
been scuttled by a growing backlash 
among residents who don’t want 
tipsy tourists weaving through their 
quiet communities, possibly putting 
locals at risk and increasing traffic 
congestion and noise. 

“It creates aheavy liability with 
bringing in a whole lot of the pub- 
lic, particularly if they have been

tasting wine,” said Carol Angus, 
a resident of the Ramona Valley 
east of San Diego, where Cohorst 
grows his grapes among the boul- 
der-studded hills. 

With wine consumption boom- 
ing in the U.S., more vineyards 
are taking a cue from areas such 
as Napa and Sonoma and market- 
ing themselves as destinations for 
oenophiles. 


The number of visitors to Cali- 
fornia wineries has nearly doubled, 
from about 11 million in 1998 to 
almost 20 million in 2006, the 
latest year for which statistics are 
available from the Wine Institute, 
a trade group. 

Wine tourism contributed 
$2 billion to the California economy 
in 2006, up from $1.2 billion in 1998, 
according to the organization. 

Earlier this year, Cohorst and 
other small vintners persuaded San 
Diego County supervisors to sup- 
port an ordinance allowing them to 
open tasting rooms and sell up to 
5,000 cases of wine a year without 
special permits. 

Opponents, however, threatened 
to sue, arguing the county had not

adequately studied the effects on 
traffic and the environment. The 
county have put the ordinance 
on hold while planners conduct a 
study that could take two years to 
complete. 

Cohorst, 75, a retired aerospace 
engineer, dismissed fears that a 
tasting room boom would put more 
drunken drivers on the road. 

Napa County sheriff s Capt. John 
Robertson said tasting rooms have 
not been a major problem in that 
area. Some drunken-driving cases 
can be attributed to the sites, but 
overall wine tasting has not been a 
significant safety issue, he said. 

In addition, many of those win- 
eries charge $10 or more for a few 
small samples, making tasting 
rooms expensive places to do much 
drinking. And true connoisseurs 
taste and then spit the wine into 
counter-top buckets. 

Still, residents across the state 
are concerned. 

In Los Olivos, nestled in the 


Santa Barbara County wine coun- 
try featured in the 2004 film “Side- 
ways,” residents plan to propose a 
land use ordinance to stop the open- 


ing of new tasting rooms. 

In rural Placer County in north- 
east California, residents are battling 
a proposal similar to the Ramona 


Valley ordinance. And in the Santa 
Cruz Mountains south of the San 
Francisco Bay area, opposition has 
stopped permits that allow tasting 
rooms to host weddings, fundrais- 
ers and other major events. 

Cohorst is convinced that tast- 
ing rooms are needed to sustain 
his four-acre operation and the 
nascent wine renaissance in the 
Ramona Valley, a region that had 
been carpeted with vineyards before 
Prohibition. 

He thinks a tasting room will 
also help him market his wine. He 
is struggling to make ends meet on 
the money he collects selling to retail- 
ers and has had to finance his four- 
year-old operation with assets gained 
during previous careers as a rocket- 
parts maker, Christmas tree farmer 
and steakhouse franchisee.

Buffett Biography 

ALICE SCHROEDER, author of the new 
biography ‘‘TheSnowball: Warren 
Buffett and the Business of Life,” was 
online Thursday to discuss Buffett’s 
approach to investment and his public 
and private lives. 

a lt seems as if Buf- 
fett has become 
much more of a pub- 
lic persona in the 
last couple years. 

He is commonly seen on the news 
giving interviews. Why has he 
decided to be out in public so much 
more? 

He is certainly much more visible 
these days. He does not do inter- 
views about personal subjects but 
is often on television talking about 


business. He views himself as a 
teacher, and as he’s gotten older, he 
seems to want to convey his views to 
an audience much more often. 

It used to be the case that the ultra- 
rich were vilified and disliked by the 
“common man.” Warren Buffett, on 
the other hand, has achieved almost 
folk hero status. We love the guy. 
What is that all about? 

The Buffett family has an egalitar- 
ian streak that goes way back — 
on both sides — the book tells this 
story. The Buffetts have always been 
champions of the underdog. 

What are Buffett’s views on abor- 
tion, gay rights, global warming and 
the environment? 

He’s pro-choice, and considers gays 
and lesbians equal to everyone else 
in society. He views global warming 
and the environment as a sign of a 
planet overburdened by too many 


people, but it’s a problem he’s not in 
a position to solve. He’s more con- 
cerned, actually, about the nuclear 
threat — he views it as both bigger 
and more immediate. 

Is it fair to say that most very rich 
investors are generally Republi- 
cans? It’s in their interest to lower 
taxes, deregulate government over- 
sight and be very skeptical of gov- 
ernment programs. Buffett is a 
notable exception to this point of 
view. What in his life has led him to 
this contrary political point of view? 
The book covers this in some detail. 
It’s not a simple answer but comes 
down to his statement, “I don’t like 
anything that contributes to a resi- 
due of society.”

The company’s latest lines of recycled 
glassware provide dreamy dishes, for serving organic or locally grown produce, 
of course. Styles range from the bright hues and interesting lines of Seaglass 
($119 -$189) to the soft pearly shades and subtle texture of the Serene Sol group 
of plates and bowls ($49 -$198). “The evolution of recycled glass has been 
extraordinary,” says Bonnie Dahan, VivaTerra’s co-founder and head merchant. 
“I don’t think there’s been this level of craftsmanship until now, and it’s evolved 
toward more decorative pieces and higher levels of design.” The site also sells 
recycled glass wine goblets (six for $149) and fruit bowls ($35- $95) carved from 
the discarded root balls of Chinese fir trees to help you set a PC table.

when a tree falls in the forest, very often it’s found by Marcus Sims and made into a bookcase, counter top or desk. 

For 15 years, the Montgomery County artisan has been saving fallen and cut pieces of black walnut, mulberry, cher- 
ry and other trees to use in his custom furniture pieces available through his company, 
Treincarnation (Treincarnation.com). “Not only am I salvaging wood that would other- 
wise be wasted, but I’m also honoring it, saying that it’s more valuable than we’re treating 
it,” says Sims. “I have a desire to help people wake up to the nature that we’re surrounded by, and to begin to respect 
it and treat it better.” His prices vary from a few hundred dollars for a desktop to thousands for large bookcases. 
Architect Alan Abrams had Sims create a bathroom vanity, desk, shelves and light fixture for his Silver Spring condo. 
“The pieces remind you that you’re part of a natural world,” he says. “In Washington, we live in a world of pavement, 
office buildings and computers, homes covered with sheetrock and clad with vinyl. It’s nice to have just a little remind- 
er that there’s a world out there that man didn’t really create.”
